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DUTY OF BANKERS AS TO CURRENCY REFORM

This is a time for serious thought. It is the time when the government 
demands of you bankers and of every citizen, who has the ability and 
capacity to think for themselves on matters affecting practical business 
affairs, some of your time and patriotic effort; it demands of you bankers, 
and of every business man, that you lay aside self interest where it conflicts 
with the welfare of the community at large; that you consign selfishness 
to the background, while you co-operate to bring about a currency and 
banking system that will not only meet our needs but will prove the greatest 
and most effective in the world. After all self-interest is best served in the 
long run by those things which are most beneficial to the nation as an en- 
tirety. 

But you say this is a technical question, one for economists and financiers 
of the most careful and broadest training. To a certain extent this may be 
true but the system devised by a technical man is often too technical and 
that framed by a student of economics is often too theoretical to be practical 
and for these reasons both may fail of their purpose. Again you may say, 
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let those who have given this subject time and thought, solve this problem. 
Is this patriotic? Is it in conformity with your duty as a citizen? Do you 
think you are going to get the best results in that way? 


Individual Study Is Beneficial 


By careful study and thought you will not only be in a position as a 
banker and a citizen to satisfy your own mind that whatever is adopted by 
the monetary commission is really the best that can be devised for the 
country as a whole, but you will do more. If you give time and attention 
to this subject you will be a broader and better banker for having done so. 
Will anyone say that the free silver-sound money campaign of 1893 to 1896, 
although fraught with panic and business disturbance, did not in the end 
prove exceedingly beneficial to the nation? It developed better bankers, 
it stirred into action latent powers which have since developed into some 
of the most efficient and brightest thinkers in the banking and business 
world. That campaign was an exceedingly expensive one but it was well 
worth the money outlay. That was an exceedingly technical and compli- 
cated problem and one fraught with sectional and partisan prejudice—a 
feature which fortunately is absent in the present campaign for banking 
and currency reform. 

It is true there is and has been a disposition to raise a ery against ‘‘ Wall 
street’’ which is a term applied not to the stock market alone but to the 
financial interests having headquarters in the banking district of New York. 
But as has been suggested in these columns before this question should be 
solved not for the benefit of any coterie or section but for the good of the 
nation and if this cannot be accomplished by legislation then our form of 
government must necessarily be weak. There was a strong silver propaganda 
in the monetary campaign of the 90’s but nearly everyone is satisfied that 
the wisest solution was reached. 


Bankers Cannot Shirk Their Responsibility 


A wise and satisfactory solution is not likely to be reached in this cur- 
rency reform if every. banker and every citizen is going to shirk his duty 
and avoid studying these questions simply because it may give him a head- 
ache. The problem is knotty and the danger is that the banker, because he 
is busy, is apt to accept the views of some one else without criticism or 
thought. In doing so he may prejudice his customers either for or against 
the best measure of reform because he is looked upon as a leader in thought 
in his community and if he advocates a reform which upon serious study he 
would not advocate he misleads and if he is unable to give reasons for his 
advocacy of certain policies he is apt to raise doubts in other minds which, 
without the technical training in banking, may see objections, which might 
be explained away, to the wisest plan. 

During the last month Senator Aldrich, chairman of the Monetary Com- 
mission, accompanied by George M. Reynolds, former president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Charles 
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D. Norton and others have made a tour of the middle West for the purpose 
of not only sounding sentiment but to stir up the thinking mind. In his 
addresses there was no indication of the position which Senator Aldrich or 
the Monetary Commission will take in its report which will not be made for 
many months, probably a year yet. It is well known that Senator Aldrich 
in his present state of mind is inclined toward a modified form of Central 
Bank but he makes it clear that he and the commission are satisfied that 
branch banking cannot safely be engrafted on our system and also that the 
central bank system of Europe cannot be adopted here without many 
modifications. He declared in his initial address on his western trip and 
reiterated these statements many times later that the monetary commission 
will make publie a vast amount of information it is gathering on financial 
systems all over the world and will invite opinions from American financial 
experts on what kind of a plan should be adopted by the commission; no 
existing plan can be adopted in its entirety by the United States; no plan 
will be submitted at the present session of Congress, but at the third session 
of this Congress a plan will be offered; the financial panic of 1907 proved 
conclusively that there must be changes in the legislative provisions in re- 
gard to note issues and that banking methods and credit organization must 
be improved; it will be impossible to establish a credit organization in this 
country that will interfere with or control existing banks; any plan to be 
adopted must be kept out of the reach of partisan polities; the branch bank- 
ing system can never be adapted to the United States; any form of organiza- 
tion which is to be created must serve the whole country and all sections, 
so that it could not be used to build up one locality. 


Declarations Have the Ring of Sincerity 

These declarations sound well and it is the duty of every patriotic citizen 
to hold the commission and congress close to those lines. After all there are 
two important things that should be kept in sight and safeguarded and that 
is: first, the actual control of the central bank if such is adopted, and of 
the credit organization and note issuing body, whatever form it may take; 
and, secondly, safeguard and protect the control of the reserves and funds 
which are accumulated in the credit organization so that they cannot be 
utilized by any section or coterie to the detriment of the country or other 
sections. 

There is one other feature which should not be lost sight of because it 
is of great importance and that is the complete divorcee of the central bank, 
if one is adopted, from politics. This cannot be done if it is to be given a 
short term charter because long before the charter expires there will be a 
revival of the old agitation for and against the central bank just as was ex- 
perienced in the earlier days of the country and this will defeat the very 
purpose of the central bank by unsettling the business community. 


Fowler Offers Some Good Suggestions 
There are in Congressman Fowler’s plan and in the report of the con- 
gressional committee on banking and currency made while he was chairman, 
Vor. XXXIX—No, 6—8 
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some excellent ideas which probably could be engrafted into the system with 
beneficial results. In the minds of many, Congressman Fowler’s plan while 
idealistic in many ways would entail so many radical changes as to be 
difficult of adoption. It remains to be seen, if the monetary commission can 
work out a system and reccommendation which will avoid this objection and 
at the same time accomplish much that the Fowler plan provides. 


Inadequacy of Our Present System 

That our present system of currency is inadequate I think is pretty 
generally acknowledged. This has been clearly demonstrated in recent 
years by the experiences of banks, many of which were forced to expand 
their circulation in times of depression and a plethora of money in order 
to show a profit on investment in government bonds at an artificial price 
and by the fact that on account of the very large amount of money needed 
every fall to move the crops about $150,000,000 in reserves had to be taken 
from the East, curtailing loans to the extent of four times the reserve, or 
$600,000,000. This $150,000,000 trickled through the grain and cotton fields 
in payment of labor, and gradually found it way back to the East through 
storekeepers, merchants and banks. Returning in the spring, when general 
business is quieter, this money finds no use in legitimate business, and seeks 
employment in unhealthy speculation. Here are the two opposite and evil 
results of an inflexible currency. Legitimate business is first cramped, after- 
wards ill-advised speculation is foreed. In other nations the rise and fall of 
the business need for money is met with real bank notes, either those of a 
government bank or the notes of good commercial banks. In America the 
volume of notes has no relation to the volume of business. Since the panic, 
with business at its lowest ebb, national bank notes began to increase in 
amount, and today total $700,000,000, the highest in their history. These 
vast sums of paper money issued with no provision for daily redemption 
in gold form a growing menace to our gold reserve. If the volume continues 
to swell we shall wake up some day to find gold rapidly leaving the country, 
then soon at a premium, with the United States on a paper basis. This will 
probably be a feature of our next panic, unless remedies are applied soon. 


What Should Be Accomplished in Reform 


What must be accomplished if currency reform is to be effective in 
accomplishing what is hoped for by the business community is: 

First—Rise and fall in the volume of paper money concurrent with the 
needs of business. 

Seecond—Regulation of interest rates to protect the country’s stock of 
gold. 

Third—Coneentration of the reserve for efficient use of the gold power in 
preserving confidence. 

Fourth—Furnishing a liberal source of available currency in times of 
stress to allay panic. 

It is generally conceded that our bank reserves now are too widely 
scattered to be of effective use in times of stress and it may be that they 
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could be effectively massed without piling them into one institution, certain 
it is that such a concentration would be undesirable if the central institution 
could be controlled indirectly by any small coterie of financiers. But that 
can be avoided if the independent banks of the country give the matter 
attention. 


Some Misconceptions As to Reserves 


There is some misconception resulting from broad statements with ref- 
erence to the ‘‘gold held in the treasury’’ which is often referred to as 
being ‘‘unavailable as a basis for expansion of the currency.’’ During the 
panic of 1907 there was approximately $900,000,000 in gold in the treasury. 
We imported upwards of $100,000,000 more gold while the stock of gold in 
the country aside from the treasury holding was large. But none of the gold 
in the treasury can properly be considered our reserves. Of the total 
$150,000,000 is held for the redemption of government notes, or greenbacks, 
practically never redeemed, but most of the remainder is a ‘trust 
fund’’ held against certificates which are in actual circulation and in the 
reserves of banks. These represent the coin, which belongs, not to the 
government, but to the holders of the certificates. So far as effect upon 
reserves is concerned, the gold is where the certificates are and could not be 
transferred to a central bank without gathering in all the certificates, which 
would be equivalent to drawing it out of the banks and out of circulation. 
Reserves are not held now against notes, but against deposit liabilities, and 
they could not be pulled out in this way to be massed in a central bank as a 
basis for expanding currency. 


WORK OF THE NATIONAL MONETARY COMMISSION 


BY SENATOR NELSON W. ALDRICH 


(From Prepared Address Delivered in Recent Western Tour) 


It is my purpose to eall the attention of the bankers and business men to 
some of the more salient features of the work of the national monetary com- 
mission. The questions committed to it are so vast, and involve so many 
collateral issues, that my statement must necessarily be fragmentary and in- 
complete. 

The importance of the task of finding legislative remedies for the de- 
fects and weaknesses of our currency and monetary systems cannot be over- 
estimated. The industrial and commercial development of the country, the 
healthy growth of its banking facilities, in fact, the continued march of na- 
tional progress and prosperity, which all hope for, will be either greatly 
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accelerated or retarded by the wisdom or unwisdom of the action which 
may be taken looking to a solution of the problems submitted to the 
commission. 


Propose the Most Careful Study 


Perhaps it is proper that I should say at the outset, in order to relieve 
any possible misapprehension, that the question of a definite plan for re- 
forming existing conditions has not yet been taken up or considered by the 
commission. I also desire to say for myself and for the commission that no 
plan will be adopted until after an opportunity has been afforded for the 
most careful and exhaustive study of all the conditions that surround the 
problem. 

We expect to be able to give to the public within a comparatively short 
time the fullest information with reference to the experience and practical 
methods of other countries and of our own. This investigation will be the 
most complete and comprehensive with reference to these subjects that has 
ever been taken. 


Precautions Taken to Avoid Bias 


We have insisted in the preparation of these monographs that the facts 
in each case should be stated without color or bias, and that no opinions 
should be expressed as to the merits of any system over another. The in- 
quiry, including as it does all phases of the monetary question, will enable 
those who are interested to give to all the various elements surrounding the 
problem thorough study. The inquiries are intended to be exhaustive, and 
to cover the historical, statistical and theoretical as well as the practical 
aspects of the questions. 

In other countries, whenever great monetary systems have been con- 
structed or essentially modified, men whose experience and research had 
given their opinions special value have been called upon for advice and as- 
sistance. Our commission will follow this wise precedent when the serious 
work of construction commences, as any plan to be successful must repre- 
sent the consensus of intelligent opinion of the men of every section of our 
common country. 


Some of the Difficulties to Be Met 


The task of the commission is not only important, but it is surrounded 
by very many difficulties. We have first to consider the wants of ninety 
millions of people; than the requirements of 25,000 banks (18,000 state, 
7,000 national), with differing interests—some with the right of note-issue, 
all jealous of their own rights, and all naturally conservative as to innova- 
tions, and all unwilling to accept changes that are not plainly along the line 
of acknowledged improvement. 

“The problem is too serious to be passed upon lightly. Too many great in- 
terests are involved; it touches at too many vital points the economic life of 
the United States and its future development. The habits of our people, 
the relations which have been established between banks and their custo- 
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mers, the methods with which our people have become familiar through long 
usage under existing laws and customs, must all be taken into careful con- 
sideration in the determination of the character of remedies to be applied. 
Any radical changes must become operative only from time to time, so as 
not to disturb these conditions and. relations. 

The work of study and examination of the experience of other countries 
is simplified by the fact that there is practical uniformity of method and 
principle throughout the civilized world, both with reference to note issue 
and eredit organization. This does not mean, of course, that any existing 
system could be adopted by the United States—certainly not without many 
essential modifications. 

One of the most important questions with which we have to deal is as 
to what weight should be given to the fact that other countries have with 
unanimity adopted certain policies and principles with reference to banking 
and monetary affairs and how far this uniformity of experience and action 
should be influential and controlling in the preparation of a plan for our 
country. 

Monetary science is not an exact science and it does not rest upon prin- 
ciples of universal application. The monetary system which is best for any 
country is that which is best adapted to the wants and needs of its people. 
This fact adds to the difficulties of our constructive work. We cannot af- 
ford to ignore foreign experience or fail to be benefited by the lessons de- 
rived from the achievements and failures of three and a half centuries of 
economic life. 


Things Which We Should Guard Against 


We are not able at this time to put into definite form the character of a 
credit organization we think desirable for the United States, but we can 
agree upon certain matters and provisions that must be guarded against or 
eliminated from any possible scheme. 

1. It would be impossible to establish any credit organization that would 
interfere with or control existing banks or whose resources or credit could 
be used for speculative purposes, or that could possibly be dominated by the 
financial men or institutions in one section of the country. We have many 
financial centers of varying importance in the United States, between which 
natural rivalries exist, and whatever form our organization might take it is 
necessary to guard against giving to one banking community any advantage 
over another. It is entirely true that the differences of interest in this re- 
spect between different sections of the country are likely to be greatly 
magnified. 

In a broad and general way a policy which gives prosperity to the coun- 
try as a whole gives prosperity to every section, and adversity in one sec- 
tion is felt throughout the whole. I am aware that it would be difficult to 
establish this philosophic proposition in the face of the strong local feeling 
which naturally pervades every community. Therefore, it is absolutely 
necessary to clearly establish the fact that any form of organization which 
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may be created should serve alike the whole country and every section and 


that it could not possibly be used to the upbuilding of one locality in prefer- 
ence to another. 


Anxious to Avoid Political Partisanship 


2. It is of equal, if not greater, importance that any plan which should 


be agreed upon should not have or be likely to acquire any partisan or politi- 
cal character or bias. I know how difficult it is in a country like ours, with 
a government by parties, to keep subjects of governmental policy free from 
the suspicion of partisanship. 

It is not necessary that I should recall to you the number of monetary 
problems whose solution has been hopelessly delayed by being dragged 
into the political arena. Let us hope that the American people have become 
more sensible and that the bad precedents which have been established in 
this respect in the past may have been forgotten. There is nothing in exist- 
ing conditions that should give to those precedents any value. For instance, 
the second bank of the United States, after having been supported in turn 
by all parties, was finally destroyed as a matter of party policy. It is not 
necessary for me to say that no one is thinking of adopting the first or see- 
ond bank of the United States as a model. No institution of similar con- 
struction or methods in management could possibly receive the approval 
of the people of the United States at this time. 

If, however, it should be found desirable to adopt some of the more im- 
portant features of systems which have been successful in other countries, 
Ihave too much econfideince in the inherent good judgment and intelligence 
of our countrymen to believe that the dead political issues of three-quarters 
of a century ago could be revived, or that the ghost of Andrew Jackson 
could be summoned to prevent a consummation which would be advantage- 
ous to all. 


Is Convinced Branch Banking Is Unwise Here 


3. Whatever may be the advantages of a system of branch banking in 
other countries, I do not think it is possible to adapt it to existing conditions 
in the United States. The 25,000 banks now in existence are largely inde- 
pendent institutions, whose managers are familiar with the wants and re- 
quirements of the communities in which they are located. 

The great mass of the people who use banking facilities, either as deposi- 
tors or borrowers, would be unwilling to give up the advantage of that 
intimate personal knowledge of the local bank officers and managers which 
they believe to be essential to their interests. It would be difficult, for in- 
stance, to convince borrowers and depositors in a small town in Illinois that 
aman who had always lived in the same community would not have a clearer 
and more sympathetic appreciation of their needs and credit than an agent 
sent from one of the large banks in New York, whose principal ambition 
might be to earn the largest possible amount of money for his institution 
rather than to develop the prosperity of the community to which he was as- 
signed. 
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I realize, of course, that in the United States, as in Germany, there is ¢ 
tendency on the part of the large banks in the reserve and central reserve 
cities to establish a rather close community of interest with correspondents 
whose business and organization is more or less affiliated with the central in- 
stitution. This arrangement has many of the advantages of branch banks 
without being subject to the positive objections which exist with reference 
to the latter plan. 

The commission has not overlooked the necessity of a careful study of 
the banking experience of our own country, and we shall at an early day 
publish the series of articles named in our catalogue covering this subject 
fully. Banking events in the United States prior to the Civil War, however 
interesting from a historical standpoint, have very little, if any, practical 
value for us, save as warnings. 


Will Not Delay Monetary Report 


In the statement that we were not yet able to adopt a definite plan for 
the United States, I did not intend to be understood as committing the ecom- 
mission to a policy of hesitaney or delay. 

As soon as the preliminary studies and conferences to which I have al- 
iuded can be had, the commission will at once enter upon the work of pre- 
paring a plan and report. It is, therefore, evident that we shall not be able 
to present a plan at the coming session; but I have every reason to believe 
that we may be able to make a report at the beginning of the third session 
of the present congress. 

We shall welcome honest and intelligent criticism of our constructive 
work, as it is only through eriticism of this nature and the co-operation of 
thoughtful men that we can hope to reach a satisfactory conelusion. We 
may expect criticism of another sort from two classes of objectors—one 
whose sanity is unquestioned, but whose sole stock in trade consists of ap- 
peals to class and sectional prejudices and passions. Criticism in all im- 
portant matters is much easier and simpler than construction. 


Finds Many Methods Obsolete 


I realize the necessity of action at the earliest moment consistent with 
thorough preparation. We might be able to go on in a halting way for an- 
other decade with conditions remaining as they are, but a grave responsi- 
bility will rest upon both the commission and congress if any considerable 
delay is permitted. Our country has natural advantages greater than any 
other, but its normal growth and development, its industries and its inter- 
national trade are retarded by recurring periods of depression and monetary 
crises which are not preventable by our obsolete banking methods. 

It is difficult for us to realize the rapidity of the progress which has 


been made in every direction by the United States within the last ten years. 
Take the growth of banking as a single illustration: In 1900 we had 11,000 
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banks; in 1909, 25,000; in 1900 the resources of the reporting banks of the 
country were $10,658,000,000 and in 1909 the 22,491 banks reporting to the 
commission out of 25,000 had resources of $21,075,000,000. In a few years, 
with 50,000 or more banks, the United States will have banking resources 
greater than all the rest of the world combined. 

Depositors in our national and state banking institutions number more 
than one-third of our entire population, and their number is greater than 
the total number of people, men, women and children, engaged in gainful 
occupations in the country. Our entire population is vitally interested in the 
soundness and adequacy of our currency and in the unquestioned solvency 
and continued credit of our banks; and suggested changes should be con- 
sidered primarily with reference to the effect they would have upon the 
interests of our whole people. 


Hope for System Which Will Prove Supremacy 

Unless by some act of folly we do something to halt this onward move- 
ment, something to impair the development of our wonderful resources, we 
shall soon have wealth and surplus capital in excess of all other countries; 
and this must add importance to the international phases of our financial 
policies. . 

One of the difficulties which other countries have had to contend with 
has grown out of the rivalries existing between great cities as to where the 
center of their financial system should be located. But the representatives 
of all cities in our country should remember that all centers are interested 
first in having our currency and our credit organizations established on 
broad and firm national lines. 

It is of the first importnee to all that the world’s financial center should 
be located in the United States, where, by virtue of our preponderating re- 
sources and capital, it should logically be established. I realize fully that 
this cannot be achieved without the use of the agencies and methods which 
the world’s experience has shown to be indispensable in a competition of 
this kind. 

If we show the wisdom and the vigor of which we as a people are capable, 
we may expect in the not distant future to have our supremacy acknowl- 
edged, and to see bills drawn on Chicago and accepted by the merchants and 
banks of this great city have a value and currency in the world’s markets 
equal to that of sterling bills drawn on London.’’ 


ALDRICH’S POSITION AS VIEWED AT WASHINGTON

‘*Currency and stable finance are the issues, and when the West makes 
up its mind to look upon Mr. Aldrich merely as the agent of reform and not 
as the real issue involved, the better it will be for the West, the East and the 
whole country.’’ 
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This statement was made to your correspondent recently by a man whose 
interests in financial stability are vital, a man who as one of the most ardent 
supporters of the Roosevelt administration never was and never can be 
looked on as an admirer of Senator Aldrich’s reactionary legislative en- 
deavors. 

It was a progressive Republican who spoke, and he told me that there 
are scores of progressive Republicans in more or less high places in the 
government service and out of it who bewail the fact that all men interested 
in eurrency reform cannot be brought to differentiate between Aldrich the 
senator and Aldrich the apostle of proper financial conditions. 

In New York I was told that men who had been consulted by Senator 
Aldrich concerning plans for currency reform believe implicity that he de- 
sires to construct an enduring monument to his memory by means of legisla- 
tion on financial lines which will stand the test of time and meet the de- 
mands of every section of the country in periods of threatened stress. 


Expect West to Change Its Atitude 


Senator Aldrich is still engaged in the attempt to explain the currency 
issue in a land where he is regarded with unfriendly eyes. It is probably im-° 
possible for the Rhode Island senator to look on progression, even in the 
Taft sense, without something much like a shudder. 


Progression along lines of corporation regulation, however, and progres- 
sion along lines of monetary reform, are two different things, according to 
the views expressed in Washington by both progressives and conservatives. 

The difference between the two things seems to the eastener to be so 
self-evident that the belief in some places is voiced that before long the 
West will acknowledge it openly and begin to look on the Rhode Islander’s 
eurrency reform endeavors as things utterly apart from his work as a 
blocker of the wheels of progress in other directions 


Washington Fears Effect of Sectionalism 


Of course the central bank issue seems at the moment to be overshadow- 
ing. Mr. Aldrich has not declared specifically for a central bank, but that 
he believes in the plan there can be little doubt. 

It may be some comfort to the westerners who are opposed to the plan 
to know that some of the New York papers which are supposed to be the 
mouthpieces of great controlling centers of the banking industry are as 
bitterly opposed to the central bank idea as is any country banker of the 
middle and far West. 

In this fact Washington officials see hope, for they declare that they fear 
sectionalism in the currency issue more than they fear anything else. 

It is well recognized in Washington that Senator Aldrich feels keenly the 
fact that none of his legislative acts has been constructive in character. Per- 
haps the Rhode Islander has realized that he is out of touch with the masses 
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of the people in nearly all matters that have engaged their attention since 
the progressive reawakening. 


Aldrich’s Desire Is for Lasting Monument 


The senator’s friends here as well as in New York say that he is de- 
termined that before his retirement from the Senate his name shall be con- 
nected with some lasting piece of legislation. Many of the insurgents have 
been brought to believe, as a student of the situation has put it, ‘‘that in his 
efforts to assist in the formulation of a plan of currency reform the Rhode 
Island senator is using the best and most patriotic thoughts of his wonder- 
ful mind.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich is not the only member of the national monetary commission. 
It is only natural, therefore, that in his western speeches he should attempt 
to speak in general rather than in specific terms concerning plans for perma- 
nent relief. 

That he will be the dominant figure and the dominant mind in the de- 
liberations of the commission and in the framing of its ultimate report there 
ean be no doubt; but whatever else may be said of the Rhode Island senator, 
it is true that he is not only willing, but anxious, at times that others should 
share credit with him. 

Some of his friends are willing to say that it was because of the load 
of discredit which was bound to come to him that he shouldered all the 
burden of putting through an unpopular tariff act. 


Central Bank Demand Grew Out of 1907 Panic 


The man who expressed the wish that the West would differentiate be- 
tween Aldrich the senator and Aldrich the apostle of proper financial con- 
ditions, said also that the West should appreciate the fact that the demand 
for a central bank of control springs directly ‘‘from the situation uncovered 
in the panic of 1907.’’ 

The thought back of this statement was based on the natural question 
of the West to the East as to whether in the plans for currency reform the 
East was not working up a scheme whereby it could hang on to western 
money and speculate with it when it is most needed at the place from which 
it originally came. 

It is claimed for Mr. Aldrich that his main desire is to prevent the tying 
up of money elsewhere. 

If it be true that Senator Aldrich wants to secure monetary legislation 
that will be a monument to his memory, it is unfortunate for him that the 
West hitherto, as far as his sympathies and his thoughts are concerned, 
always has been a foreign country. He will have to overcome a lot of 
prejudice in the next twelve months. 

Some of the insurgents in Congress see in Mr. Aldrich’s ambition the 
possibility that he will raise his heavy hand from the work of blocking 
popular legislation in order that he may the better serve the ends of real 
eurrency reform. 





SOME OBSTACLES IN THE WAY OF A CENTRAL BANK

President of the Central Trust Company of Chicago and Formerly Comptroller of the 
Currency 


We are living in a country in which fiscal policies have always been and 
are likely to be hereafter important issues between our political parties. 
That the establishment and the conduct of the business of a central bank 
will become an issue in politics constitutes the chief objection to it. If it 
is to perform useful functions it must exercise of necessity large powers, 
and just in proportion as these powers are large, even though useful, they 
will invite radical attack. Thus at times a policy of retrenchment, ex- 
tremely dangerous to general business conditions, might become necessary 
on its part. 

It has been stated as apparently furnishing a conclusive argument that 
to admit it is to admit that we cannot do in the United States what the 
governments of Europe have successfully done. The answer to this is that 
we have twice tried and twice failed. If we had failed because the first and 
second banks of the United States had not performed properly the functions 
for which they were created—had not restored the credit of the currency— 
rates had not helped to equalize interest rates in the different sections— 
had not facilitated exchanges nor been of great assistance to governmental 
financiering, there might be ground for the hope that in the proposed ex- 
periment our presumably larger knowledge of banking might, by the great- 
est perfection of the plan, obviate the dangers which wrecked those two 
great institutions of the past. 


Present Banking System Improvement on the Old 


But we did not fail to establish useful banks which, for a long time, cor- 
rected conditions far worse than any which confront us now. We failed 
because the central bank focused upon itself that burning issue which must 
always be alive while republics live—that involved in the question of cen- 
tralization of power in large establishments as distinguished from its diffu- 
sion among a large number of small ones. Such a discussion cannot fail to 
affect adversely an institution with large demand liabilities and dependent 
upon its credit for its profitable and useful existence, and through it thus 
affect the business of the country. 

There is nothing to indicate that the political agitation, pro and con, of 
this question, as related to the central bank, would be less now than for- 
merly. On the contrary, there is much in the manner in which public poli- 
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cies, especially as to the relation of the government to corporations, have 
been discussed in recent years, to indicate that it would be more intense. 
Facing a desperate condition of currency, unsettled and depressed business, 
suspension of specie payments and a critical condition of governmental 
finances congress chartered the Second Bank of the United States, which 
started business in 1816. The debate largely centered on the question of 
the time for which it should be chartered.’ If we had such a desperate con- 
dition of affairs in the country now as they had then, without the prospect 
of reform along other lines, which do not involve a fundamental change in 
our theory of banking, and congress faced no alternative now as it did then 
except the general ruin of business or the chartering a central bank, we 
would probably find that the debate in congress would, as then, largely re- 
volve around the question of the time for which the bank should be 
chartered. 


Short Term Charter Would Prove a Menace 


Forth would come the radicals, some of them forced, now as then, into a 
reluctant consent to the charter, but demanding that, by means of a short 
charter, congress should keep itself in a position to curb the terrible powers 
which they would ascribe as likely to accrue to the bank. They would prob- 
ably argue that Wal! street or Standard Oil or many other of our modern 
bogy men now existing or to be created by the bank might gain its control 
to the great injury of us, the people. I venture to predict that such argu- 
ments in favor of a shorter charter would be even more certain to prevail 
now than then. 

Then, again, as twice before, at the expiration of the charter, the coun- 
try would be exposed to the fight for and against recharter. Whether 
the charter would win or fail, the uncertainty preceding decision, now as 
then, would probably produce the same general business disaster. 


Arguments Same as in Time of Andrew Jackson - 


The economie arguments for the central bank are not new. Let anyone 
interested turn to the old congressional records, to the messages to congress 
of Andrew Jackson—to the addresses of Webster—to the correspondence 
of that able, harassed and anxious financier, Nicholas Biddle, the third presi- 
dent of the Second Bank of the United States, around whom, when he went 
to Wall street at the time he was fighting for the life of the bank against 
Jackson, cheering crowds would gather. So confident were the friends of 
the bank that what they deemed to be the reckless and transparent dema- 
goguery of Jackson would, in view of all the benefits which the people had 
received from the bank, defeat itself, that they circulated as a campaign 


document thousands of copies of a message of Jackson which was a tirade 
against the bank. 


Popular Sentiment Doomed Central Bank Idea 


But Jackson was overwhelmingly sustained by the people, and from that 
minute the bank was doomed. We have it in our power to reach the greatly 
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needed reform—that of an element of elasticity in our currency—in a sim- 
pler and less dangerous way than that of a central bank. We are approach- 
ing slowly a consensus of opinion as to what is safe and what is unsafe in 
asset currency. To abandon efforts along these lines and to follow the cen- 
tral bank idea is to go backward a long ways. 





THE INTEGRITY OF THE BANK 
By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


Perforce the bank must do one kind of business. It can take on no side 
lines. It cannot grow into a department store any more than it has a 
legitimate place in one. It has nothing to sell but its credit. It has nothing 
to buy but the credit of others. It uses money as a medium of exchange and 
a common denominator of value. Far more it deals in the forms of credit 
which really do the business of the country; but not in buying and selling 
them so much as in being their fountainhead and depositary and by this 
means cancelling the indebtedness of the immediate locality. All this is 
fundamental but it defines the work which the bank does and must do to pre- 
serve its integrity and reach its highest efficiency. 


Distinct Individuality as An Asset 


Occupying thus a unique place in the commercial and financial affairs of 
the country the bank can never be supplanted as long as it preserves its 
distinctive individuality. It is essential to all local and interstate trade. 
Wherever there is capital, or the saved-up labor of men, there is established, 
by virtue of need and service, a bank. It has a purpose and it is shaped 
alone by the demands of general business. In the service of trade there is 
a constant flow of money and credits in and out of the institutions. If for 
any reason this constant flow is checked then there is trouble in the operation 
of the bank. And it is to preserve this that it must so shape its loans as 
that there will be a mobility about its assets that will always enable it to 
meet the currency demands which business will make upon it. This is 
preserved by the skill in operation. And when this readiness to meet current 
demands is filled then there is need but for an expansion which will meet 
emergencies and the bank is theoretically in perfect order. 


Position of the Commercial Bank 


It follows in the nature of things that there is no other corporation known 
to the law which can do the business of the strictly commercial bank which 
is per se the bank. There may be brokerage firms, there may be institutions 
which have granted to them powers of administration and receivership thus 
becoming in this sense the highest corporation known to the law, there may 
be insurance companies that care for the profits and the credits due from 
one business to another, but none of these can affect. the bank in its solidarity. 
If there be inroads of any kind made on the natural business of the bank by 
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any other institution then the bank has a right to protect itself, not by 
trying to do the diverse business of the other corporation, but by drawing 
the lines closer in its own management that it may become the more perfect. 


Functions of the Trust Company 


The trust company, for instance, has its legitimate place and a certain 
form of banking is one of its attending duties. It naturally grows out of 
the care of the monies and properties of various customers. The savings 
bank has long had a legitimate place in the business of the world. It has 
been recognized by law as a kind of banking, and is restricted in its opera- 
tions and investments by law. It cannot in its very nature ever become a 
competitor of the commercial bank. But it is just as true that the com- 
mercial bank, especially in the metropolis, has a right to care for the savings 
deposits that naturally come to it in the disposition of a large and important 
banking business of the commercial order. And whether the assets of this 
department shall be kept separate, and shall be conserved under a different 
law, or whether there shall be simply the disposition of them which necessity 
and the nature of banking makes imperative it remains true that the com- 
mercial bank has as much right to care for the savings accounts that come 
to it naturally in the course of a wide and diverse commercial business as 
has the trust company to take on accounts that are not strictly inactive 
accounts and on which they pay a lower rate of interest and do not require 
the time limit. But the crystallizing principle of the company will be de- 
termined not by the necessary attending variations of which we speak but of 
the central purpose and the general law of operation. In this the com- 
mercial bank stands alone and as we have before said needs only to stick 
to its last to continue one of the fixed and foremost corporations of the 
country. In the nature of things it remains true that the commercial bank 
will not so nearly become alienated from its legitimate work as will other 
companies to try to encroach en its preserve. 

Integrity of the Bank of Foremost Consideration 

We may assert then that the integrity of the bank is one of the foremost 
considerations of today since there is at this time much said about a new 
banking system, and a Monetary Commission is at work on some plan which 
will be placed before Congress. Immediately on considering the bank in 
the relations of which we have written it appears that it should preserve this 
isolation, this independence, and yield little to the changing effects of the 
modern turmoil of general trade. There is evolution in banking. There 
are immense fields for the expenditure of its force. When the routing of 
checks and the clearing of them shall be made to conform to the trade of 
the nation, and when the geographical centers of business shall throw the 
associated banks of a section into groups; and when the issuance of credit 
either in the natural order or on an emergency eall shall be aligned to the 
powers of the banks themselves and the time elements in the demand for the 
use of credit, then we will have taken a long step toward the perfection 
of that banking system which today serves and supports the largest domestic 
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commerce known to the world of nations. And in stating this we can but 


call to mind some of the modern inroads that are showing perhaps how the 
wind blows. 


All Day and Night Bank Is a Fad 


There is no room for the all day and night bank. It is an excrescence. 
There may be some need for it, but in the nature of things it cannot operate 
in conjunction with the other banks of the city. It will have little relation 
to general commerce. It will be confined to lines of business which do not 
come into the general productive energy of the people. The business of the 
world will continue to be done in the daytime. It is a decree higher than 
man’s that stamps this innovation as no part of banking in general. There 
will never be a time when these institutions depending upon the darkness 
for their deposits shall loan their funds to customers who operate in day- 
light. And therefore no countenance should be given to such institutions 
by those associated banks which by reason of their association form that 
impregnable stronghold of credit and confidence which so well serves the 
business world. 

And the same truth is pertinent with regard to any other form of com- 
mercial business which endeavors to make encroachments on the banking 
business. The time when the general store of the outpost served as a make- 
shift bank of the people is past, and the mercantile trade and banking have 
been separated by an inevitable law of business service and will never again 
come together. Any attempt of this kind should be frowned down by the 
associated banks wherever found. 

Other elements of this integrity and sole purpose suggest themselves at 
this point. 


What Is Meant by a Bank’s Integrity 


The word integrity as we are using it applies not only to form and extent 
of operation but to kind of service and general conduct. The world is rush. 
ing madly on its way straining after one goal great wealth. Yet as the years 
go on there is naturally a slowing up of the forees. The great stream of 
man’s energy as it spreads does not flow faster but slower. There is a vast 
territory of need to cover, there are shallows and rapids but the former 
far exceed the latter. It is in a word a harder thing all the time on the 
average to make a living, and just as the tendency of price is always down- 
ward so the tendency of service is to expand and give more for the money. 
The dollar is more potent today than ever. And the bank in the midst of 
this settling process of trade must find itself dealing on narrower margins 
and wider fields. And in doing so it must not be led away from its moorings 
in conservatism by the rush of the passions of men to trade quickly and 
to make money fast. Always open to the light the bank serves the legiti- 
mate. There is enough to do to fill the naturally expanding wants of man 
and demands of trade to take up all the energy stored in the radiating center 
known as the bank without seeking after the schemes which promise large 
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and unusual returns. So that guarding against speculation is an element of 
preservation of integrity as is the curtailment of undue solicitation in the 
search for customers. These methods and means which commercial business 
employs are alien to the principle and theory on which the bank operates 
and in which lies its strength and efficiency. It must live in accordance with 
the laws of its being or it is at variance with itself and grows weaker by 
means of its excess of business. It must not lower its standard which stands 
for conservatism and legitimacy in the trade it sustains and fosters. 


Partnership with Government and State Undesirable 


Again, the bank must not ask patronage or partnership from the govern- 
ment, state or national. The bank’s integrity will not thus be preserved. 
It does not derive its power from the government no matter that it is granted 
a charter. Its powers are inherent, or they are derived from the credit 
which finds its lodgment in the bank, that credit of the people of a com- 
munity which arises naturally out of the business done. This is an im- 
portant fact at this time. Every bank should preserve its individuality be- 
cause by so doing it is enabled to become an integer and factor in the great 
system which supports the business of the country and expands with the 
growth and spread of population. 

All insiduous methods of making the bank other than it is by reason of 
its integrity and service should be frowned upon, witness the idea of Guar- 
anty of deposits which has become a law in four of the central western 
states, states by the way which have been tainted with unsound monetary 
theories through their politics for many years. Innovations like this can but 
hamper in the end the free exercise of all the powers of the bank and are 
foreign to its conduct. Since the soundness of the individual bank depends 
on its management the scheme to guaranty all must in the nature of things 
tend to create a lax discipline since there is a provision socalled for the pay- 
ment of the debts that folly, incompetence and rascality may create. No 
provision of this kind can ever supply the need of a panie since its opera- 
tion must be slow or since it never operates until too late and is entirely in- 
capable in the nature of the case of furnishing money enough to pay all 
depositors in widespread failure during panic for the reason that the money 
does not exist if it could be immediately summoned to the task, an im- 
possibility. 


Harmony Should Exist Between Banks 


The bank again has no quarrel with any other institution, and in its ful- 
filment of its mission will best continue its existence unaffected by the 
shadows which rapid progress and the greed of men cast upon it. Thus in 
its intercourse with the Trust Company to which attaches a form of banking 
it has no personal quarrel. This institution we may repeat because of the 
significance of its name, because of the implied powers and duties, attains 
a high station in financial affairs but the principle of its operation is so dis- 
tinct from that of the bank that there is no quarrel between them and should 
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be none. With all the forms of legitimate corporate activity the commer- 
cial bank is at peace. And in the continuance of this policy it will remain 
what it is, a corporation founded in a need which cannot be subverted and 
which will prevent its supplanting. 

It follows that one of the chief means of the preservation of the bank 
is in associations. Here each integer has a voice. Here there may be formu- 
lated plans which look to its highest conduct. And here it will find its in- 
spiration and its education. From the local group meeting to the American 
Bankers’ Association the banker who has pride in his bank as a factor in 
the growth of business and happiness of the people will give loyal support 
and constant attendance. 


Banker Should Look After His Credit Closely 


Further than this the banker who wishes to preserve the integrity of the 
bank and further the efficiency of the banking system of the country will 
present to the people that front which, eschewing politics and partisanship, 
will insist that the credit which his bank makes within and of itself, and 
that which it handles by virtue, of the credit making power of the people 
and of other banks, is more important than money, and therefore must be 
made sure to each individual bank according to its powers and needs and 
must not be impaired by a degraded standard.

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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Probably the most important develop- 
ment of the last month so far as this coun- 
try is concerned was the decision of the 
federal court at St. Paul against the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. By that decision the 
government won a sweeping victory which 
unless the higher court interferes will wipe 
out the great business organization known 
as Standard Oil and necessitate the reor- 
ganization along new lines. Such a decision 
is certain to be more or less disturbing for 
a time regardless of its merits. It is im- 
possible for such a concern as that affected 
by the St. Paul decision to be recognized 
along new lines without affecting the money 
markets and the business situation some- 
what. 

Already the money markets of the world 
are in a nervous state and they are just 
recovering from the first shock of a heavy 
business revival demand. In addition to 
this the situation in London is not any too 
reassuring. The budget controversy is still 
a disturbing factor and as a result the fin- 
anciers and investors abroad have adopted 
a waiting attitude. It is known that the 
king is still persisting in his efforts for a 





compromise but with little probability of 
success. The financial consequences of. a 
refusal of the House of Lords to consent to 
the collection of revenue which the govern- 
ment has already obligated itself to spend 
are so grave that compromise seems the 
most natural and plausible solution of this 
unfortunate controversy. Nevertheless con- 
sidered superficially compromise seems out 
of the question as both sides have taken 
extreme positions. As a result the situa- 
tion is as dark as it well can be at the 
moment. 
* * * 

Early in the month the position of the 
Juropean banks was somewhat weakened 
by heavy demands made upon them by the 
commercial world. Ordinarily this would 
not have disturbed the situation so much 
had it not been for the necessity that the 
Bank of England prepare itself to finance 
the government in event of the failure of 
the burget to pass parliament. This dis- 
turbed financial conditions abroad and 
caused not only a check to be put upon the 
American borrowings abroad but resulted 
in the liquidation quite a volume of foreign 
loan. This weakened the New York bank- 
ing position coming as it did at a time when 
the interior banks were pulling down their 
reserve deposits. As a result time money 
stiffened and call money went at 6 per cent. 
There has been a disposition of time money 
to ease off a little during the latter part 
of the month. 

Some important financial announcements 
were made during the month of November. 
The publication of the plan of the Penn- 
sylvania Company to issue some $80,000,000 
of stock together with that of the New 
York Central contemplating $40,000,000 is- 
sue of new securities was followed by the 
announcement during the latter part of this 
month of the Gould financing plans. Mis- 
souri Pacifie stockholders have been asked 
to consent to $175,000,000 5 per cent gold 
convertible bond issue of which $30,000,000 
is to be offered immediately to them at 95. 
Another issue to be brought out is that of 
$20,000,000 by the Big Four. 

* * oo” 

Naturally these announcements turn at- 
tention to the bond market which has been 
exceedingly dull and stagnant for several 
months. Throughout 1908 and during the 
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first part of the present year bonds were 
everywhere in great request; dealings in 
the New York Stock Exchange bond de- 
partment and in the general investment 
market showed almost unprecedented activ- 
ity. In the eighteen months elapsing from 
Jan. 1, 1908, to the end of June last, sales of 
railway and miscellaneous bonds on the 
Stock Exchange aggregated $1,857,000,000, 
or at the rate of more than $100,000,000 a 
month. In the eighteen months immedi- 
ately preceding these—that is, from July 
1, 1906, to Dee. 31, 1907—bond sales on the 
Stock Exchange footed up $807,000,000, or 
at the rate of less than $45,000,000 a month. 

Since midsummer, however, the bond 
market, both on the Stock Exchange and 
elsewhere, has fallen into a _ state of 
lethargy. Dealings are still in fairly 
large volume and still compare favorably 
with 1906 and 1907. But contrasted with 
last vear and the early part of 1908, there 
is a marked falling off. Some people, in 
endeavoring to explain this, have de- 
cleared that the long-extended boom in 
the stock market has draw attention away 
from investment securities and diverted 
the demand which naturally would have 
been experienced in the bond market to 
stocks. Others have put forth in explana- 
tion the theory that tremendous activity 
in the bond market through the year 1908 
and through the early part of the present 
year used up all of the capital which was 
destined to go into bonds for some time 
to come, and that now there is the natural 
reaction from the market’s great activity. 
Still another explanation has been that 
money rates in the open money market 
have risen so high that capital is diverted 
there. Some observers also say that bond 
prices, irrespective of other influences, have 
reached a level which precludes further new 
investment buying. 


* * * 


These reasons seem to be sound, and 
probably all have contributed more or less 
to the change which suddenly came over 
the bond market, but perhaps the most im- 
portant is the relative price of bonds and 
money. Millions of dollars are being kept 
in waiting by prospective investors until 
they can find bonds at a more desirable 
price. In other words, they are still look- 


ing for bargains. But the course of the 
money market in the next few weeks will 
be watched closely, and also the success of 
the financing projects now confronting the 
market. Will the investment public begin 
to show an interest in the bond market once 
more? 

This is a very important question, as 
there is to be a large amount of refinancing 
to care for note issues hanging over from 
the panic of 1907. 


* * * 


Our foreign trade figures have not yet 
attained normal proportions. Import values 
have been affected both by advancing prices 
of many foreign goods and by the disturb- 
ance of tariff changes. Export values are 
considerably swollen by high prices, while 
quantities of surplus products are restricted 
by the same influence. While the merchan. 
dise balance has been diminishing, indebted- 
ness abroad, which must be met later, has 
been increasing. The recovery of equili- 
brium will take considerable time and if we 
indulge in speculative excesses the normal 
condition may be set considerably further. 

According to the statement of the bu- 
reau of statistics of the department of 
commerce the imports and exports for the 
month of October both show a continued 
increase in values. The total of imports is 
$126,949,005, compared with $120,978,630 
in the preceding month of September, and 
$102,040,110 in October last year, the in- 
crease over the latter being $24,908,895. It 
is the largest total for any one month, 
except last March, since April, 1907, and 
was exceeded only twice prior to that 
month, in March of the same year and De- 
cember, 1906. As only the total figures are 
now given, there is no means of judging how 
far the increase is due to an advance in 
prices or to what class of imports it is 
chiefly due, but it is known tliat there has 
been a considerable increase in the prices 
of some important materials of manufac- 
ture, as hides, wool and india rubber. 

The total value of exports for October is 
$198,724,862, compared with $153,839,087 in 
September and $171,984,538 in October last 
year. The increase over the latter is $26,- 
740,324. The figures for last month are the 
highest since January, 1908, and were ex: 
ceeded only once prior to November, 1907, 
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that being in December, 1905, when $199,- 
738,520 was reached. Here it is well known 
that the liigh figure is largely due to ad- 
vanced prices. The gain over last year is 
more than accounted for by cotton alone, 
the value of which was $88,883,350, against 
$58,291,264 in October last year. This was 
almost wholly due to increase of price, that 
in quantity being small. The export price 
last year was 9.1 cents a pound in Octo- 
ber, while this year it was 13.4 cents. Of 
the total value of exports $123,643,720 was 
in the list of domestic products previously 
reported, but in breadstuffs there was a de- 
crease from last year from $20,867,233 to 
$16,479,694, and in meat and dairy products 
and food animals from $13,511,812 to $9,- 
915,872. This leaves small leeway for an 
increase in manufactured goods, not yet 
reported. 

The excess of exports over imports for 
the month was $71,775,857, which is a de- 
cided increase over recent months, and un- 
usually large for ordinary times. But for 
ten months of the calendar year the total 
value of imports was $1,195,505,608 and of 
exports $1,359,535,399, or an excess of the 
latter of only $164,029,791, compared with 
$502,213,609 for the same period in 1908, 
which, however, was an abnormal year for 
low imports and high exports, especially 
in the earlier months. For these ten months 
there was an increase of $294,967,330 over 
last year in imports, while in exports there 
was a decrease of $43,216,488. This small 
balance of merchandise exports for ten 
months is accompanied by a net export of 
gold amounting to $68,512,679; the total 
export having been $106,652,236 and the 
import $38,139,557. There was also an ex: 
cess of $10,084,447 in the export over im- 
port of silver. The net export of gold and 
silver added to the merchandise balance 
makes a total of 242,626,917, but this prob- 
ably is much less than the new indebted- 
ness incurred abroad during the same 
period. F. M. H. 

CHICAGO BANK EXHIBITS 

A decrease of almost $26,000,000 in de- 
posits as of Nov. 16-17 is shown by Chicago 
banks, both state and national, as com- 


pared with the same figures for Sept. 1-2, 
when the last calls were made by the comp- 
Total de- 


troller and the state auditor. 
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posits of fourteen national and thirty-nine 
state banks on Nov. 16-17 amounted to 
$784,139,433, as compared with $810,034,147 
on Sept. 1-2. Though the national banks 
made a gain of about $2,000,000 in this 
item, it is more than offset by the fact that 
the increase is due to gain from the Amer- 
ican Trust owing to merger with the Con- 
tinental National, which became effective 
after the last call. Through this the depos- 
its of the Continental National were in- 
creased from $77,085,908 to $91,606,423, 
while those of the American Trust de- 
creased from $34,197,583 to $12,565,458. In 
the loan account the state banks made 
really a large gain, as notwithstanding the 
loss by the American Trust in this item of 
about $17,000,000, the aggregate total in- 
creased almost $1,000,000.

POSITION OF NORTHWEST 


That deposits in the banks of the North- 
west late this fall will show a big increase 
over those of earlier and also of a year ago, 
and therefore exceed all previous records, 
there is no question. The growth and de- 
velopment of the Northwest, as indicated 
by bank deposits, have increased at a mar- 
velous rate; so rapidly, in fact, that it is 
impossible to comprehend it unless one is 
continually in touch with conditions. The 
tables which follow enable one to gain at a 
glance some idea of the remarkable in- 
crease of wealth in the three northwestern 
states and Iowa, as reflected in bank de- 
posits. The tables were compiled by the 
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Security National Bank of Minneapolis. 
The totals were taken, as near as the date 
of the “calls” would permit, from Septem- 
ber 1 statements. These totals are for de- 


posits in state and national banks, and 


would therefore be slightly larger if sav- 
ings deposits, and in Iowa the deposits of 
some 600 private banks were included. It 
is a notable fact that the increase from year 
to year in the deposits has been steady, 
those of only one year being an exception. 
During the last five or six years the in- 
crease each year has been truly remark- 
able: and it indicates the rapid settlement 
of lands, good crops and prices, growth of 
towns and cities, and the development of 
business and manufacturing interests pro- 
portionately.

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CURRENCY IN THE PACIFIC 


Consul Julius D. Dreher, of Papeete, 
sends the following information on the dif- 
ficulties involved in changing the currency 
of the Society Islands: 

The governor of the colony of Tahiti and 
its dependencies is taking steps to have the 
Chilean and Peruvian silver coin retired 
from circulation. Through the official jour- 
nal attention has been called to the fact 
that such coin has been current for years 
at more than its-real value, and that hold- 
ers of it are likely to suffer serious loss 
when this debased coin can no longer be al- 
lowed to circulate in the colony. The bank 
of Indo-China gives notice in the same jour- 
nal that it will purchase Chilean piasters 
and half piasters at the rate of 1.8 francs 
($0.35) a piaster. 

In consequence of these notices only 
French money has been taken in the Pa- 
peete market for several weeks; but the na- 
tives, not being accustomed to sell for such 
money, wanted as much of it in name as 
they had been receiving in the debased coin, 
and charged a French franc for what was 
formerly sold for a Chilean france. The 
municipal council held a meeting to adjust 
prices to a proper basis for French money, 
and the cost of living has been saved from 
what threatened to be a serious and per- 
manent increase. Laborers also endeavored 
to take advantage of the situation by ask- 
ing twice as much for a day’s work, but 
they were unsuccessful until the steamship 
Mariposa arrived on Sept. 23. The agents 
of the ship were obliged, in consequence of 
the strike, to pay $2 a day (9 hours) to 
natives for loading and unloading the cargo, 
twice as much as has ever been paid for 
such work in Papeete. Apprehensions are 
felt that this first successful strike may be 
the beginning of labor troubles in Tahiti, 
where wages are really low. 


CURRENCY OF CHILE 

In transmitting the following transla- 
tion of a law just published concerning the 
conversion of the paper currency of Chile 
into gold or its equivalent, making the pa- 
per peso worth 36.5¢ instead of 20c, its 
present value, Consul Alfred A. Winslow, of 
Valparaiso, reports that it is yet too soon 
to judge the effect of the law on general 
business: 
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Whereas, The national congress has given 
its approval of the following project of law: 
“Article 1 postpones the time for the con- 
version of the paper money from Dec. 29, 


1904, to Jan. 1, 1915; but should the Chile . 


peso reach the value of 17d (34c) and main- 
tain this rate for a period of six months, 
the president will have the right to order 
the conversion to take effect within six 
months therefrom. The other dates fixed 
by the same law are hereby postponed for 
a term of five years. 

“The fund for the conversion, which, by 
virtue of the law in force, is devoted solely 
to the redemption of the fiscal paper, shall 
go on increasing. Said receipts shall come 
from the following sources: Five hundred 
thousand pesos of 18d, which the secretary 
of the treasury shall deposit monthly at 
the mint, and taken from the customs re- 
ceipts and beginning Jan. 10, 1910. The 
president may deposit these funds in Eu- 
rope or in the United States, according to 
the conditions of the law of Dec. 29, 1904. 
The fund shall be further augmented from 
the receipts of the sale of saltpeter lands 
and the sale of lands in the region of the 
Magellan Straits, which shall take place, 
according to law, before Jan. 1, 1915. 

“During the first semester of 1914, or be- 
fore, of the conversion of the fiscal paper 
is decreed as per this law, the president of 
the republic must transmit to Chile the 
funds destined for the conversion. 

“Article 15 of the law of Aug. 27, 1907, 
authorizing negotiations for a loan to the 
amount of £4,500,000 (about $22,500,000), 
destined to complete the conversion fund, is 
hereby set aside. 


U. S. BANK CLEARINGS AT TOP 


Bank clearings of the United States have 
established a new high record, the Novem- 
ber total of $15,851,000,000 exceeding the 
previous record, that of January, 1906, by 
fully $800,000,000, or 5% per cent. Both 
at New York and through the rest of the 
country the high record was absolute, the 
total clearings of this city reaching $10,- 
052,000,000, and the rest of the country 
$5,799,000,000. Compared with September, 
there was an increase of fully 17 per cent; 
compared with October last year, the gain 
was 30 per cent.

JAPANESE BANK FUNDS 


Vice Consul General E. G. Babbitt, of 
Yokohama, sends the following condensa- 
tion from a Japanese journal regarding 


banks in that empire: 


While the net profits of some of the 
smaller Tokyo banks showed a falling off 
during the first six months of 1909 as com- 
pared with the 1908 period, business re- 
sults on the whole were satisfactory. The 
Dai-ichi, the Tokai, the Tokyo and the 
Mitsu Bishi maintained their 10 per cent 
dividend rates and the Dai-san its 12 per 
cent rate. 

The total amount of deposits at the as- 
sociated banks in Tokyo, Yokohama, Na- 
goya, Kyoto, Osaka and Kobe at the end of 
June last showed an increase of $35,000,- 
000 gold on the corresponding period of last 
year, and the reserves also showed an in- 
crease by $4,350,000. In short, the finan- 
cial power of the banks in these cities has 
grown by nearly $40,000,000 compared with 
last year, inasmuch as the amount of loans 
has not only failed to advance, but has 
actually shown a diminution of $750,000. 

With regard to the profitable employ- 
ment of funds in their hands in the future, 
continues the Tokyo journal, the bankers 
would seem to be much perplexed. No fresh 
demand for capital has sprung up, neither 
is any likely to occur to a large extent for 
the present. On the contrary, there are fac- 
tors tending to accentuate the inactivity 
of the market. They are confronted with 
the necessity of finding a fresh way of prof- 
itably utilizing the rapidly growing funds, 
and this is generally conceded to be a most 
difficult problem in existing circumstances. 





Another Salem, Mass., bank is to be taken 
over by the proposed Naumkeag Trust Com- 
pany, whose intention to absorb the Asiatic 
National Bank and the Naumkeag National 
Bank has already been made known in 
these columns. The Salem National Bank 
is the third institution which will lose its 
identity through merger with the new or- 
ganization. This will leave but two na- 


tional banks in the city, namely, the Mer- 
cantile National and the Merchants’ Na- 
tional. The Naumkeag Trust Co. will have 
a capital and surplus of $250,000 each. The 
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- out aggregate $15,627,909, 
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Asiatic National has a capital of $200,000, 
the Naumkeag National a capital of $250,- 
000 and the Salem National a capital of 
$175,000. 





OCTOBER MUNICIPAL SALES 


The total of municipal bonds placed dur- 
ing the month just ended is, with but one 
exception, larger than that reported for 
October in previous years. The issues put 
as compared 
with $19,799,879 for September, 1909, and 
$14,078,829 for October, 1908. Short-time 
loans, or temporary loans as they are called 
in some quarters, amounted to $18,346,744. 
New York City floated $12,000,000 general 
fund bonds. These two amounts, together 
with $1,400,394 Canadian loans made in 
October, are in addition to the $15,627,909 
given above. The larger and more import- 
ant sales of the month were as follows: 
Pittsburg, Pa., $384,100 4%s and $641,500 
4s; Springfield, Mass., $600,000 314s and 
$300,000 4c; Dallas County, Texas, $875,000 
4s; Los Angeles, Cal., school districts $720,- 
000 4s; Cincinnati, Ohio, $735,000 4s; Mem- 
phis, Tenn., $581,000 6s; Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
$600,000 414s, and Middletown, Conn., 
$350,000 4s. 

The number of municipalities emitting 
bonds and the number of separate issues 
made during October, 1909, were 222 and 
300 respectively. This contrasts with 309 
and 393 for September, 1909, and 378 and 
382 for October, 1908.

It is the intention to offer 
the additional stock to the present share- 
holders at $30 per share (par $15), the 
premium being added to surplus, which will 
thereby be correspondingly increased from 
$300,000 to $500,010. 

John M. Smyth, a prominent Chicago 
merchant and one of the largest guarantors 
on the note of John R. Walsh to the 
Chicago Clearing House Association, died 
on November 4.

NOTES OF INTEREST TO BANKERS 


The National Bank of Kentucky, of which 
Oscar Fenley is president and Henry D. 
Ormsby cashier, is the oldest and largest 
financial institution in Louisville, Ky. It 
is this year celebrating its seventy-fifth 
year, having been established in 1834. The 
bank has a capital of $1,645,000 and a sur- 
plus of $1,000,000, while its undivided prof- 
its are $200,000. Mr. Ormsby is treasurer 
of the State Bankers’ Association. 


Evidence that general business in Vei- 
mont has prospered during the past year 
is shown in the annual report of State Bank 
Commissioner F. C. Williams, recentiy issued. 
Total deposits of $64,475,013, an increase of 
$4,016, are reported in the savings trust 
companies. The surplus has increased $145,- 
776 over last year. The banks paid interest 
to depositors to the amount of $2,184,203, 
an increase of $188,235 over’ the amount 
paid in 1908. 

The establishment of a new national bank 
for Spokane, Wash., has been undertaken 
by C. H. March and F. M. March of Litch- 
field, Minn.; Dana Child and Edward J. 
Cannon of Spokane, and M. M. Cook of 
Hillyard, Wash. The title of the proposed 
institution is to be the National Bank of 
Commerce, and it is to have $200,000 cap- 
ital and $25,000 surplus. It is stated that 
F. M. March will be president and Mr. Child 
vice president. 

In the two years between August, 1907, 
and September, 1909, capital stock in Wash- 
ington state banks had increased from $15,- 
800,000 to $20,900,000, and the cash in ex- 
change increased from $56,000,000 to $66,- 
800,000. The highest mark in bank clear- 
ings ever obtained in Seattle prior to this 
year was in October, 1907, when the total 
was $51,400,000 which was considered a 
phenomenal record at the time. In several 
months of the current year the clearings 
have gone beyond this mark and just shaded 
under $55,000,000 in two months. The 
average day is more than $2,000,000 a day, 
and on October 27 a new high record for 


the day’s business of $3,918,419 was set. ©

The question of increasing the capital of

The Northwestern National Bank of Min- 
neapolis has informed its stockholders of 
the plan for merging the stocks of that 
bank and that of the Minnesota Loan and 
Trust Company under common ownership. 
The bank will increase its capital stock by 
$1,000,000—of which $600,000 will be issued 
pro rata to present stockholders at $200 per 
share, the remaining $400,000 going to the 
stockholders of the Minnesota Loan and 
Trust Company in exchange for their pres- 
ent holdings of $500,000 stock in their com- 
pany. The exchange will be on the basis 
of five shares of Loan and Trust stock to 
four of the Northwestern National Bank. 


The paid-in capital of the Bank of Ot- 
tawa, of Ottawa, Ont., is to be increased 
from $3,000,000 to $3,500,000. Shareholders 
of record September 30, are entitled to sub- 
scribe to the proposed issue in proportion to 
their holdings on that date. The selling 
price of the new stock will be $200 per $100 
share, payable in ten monthly installments 
of 10 per cent each, beginning Nov. 1, 1909, 
the final payment being due August 11, 
1910. The premium realized will be credited 
to the “rest” fund, which will thereby be 
increased from $3,000,000 to $3,500,000. The 
authorized capital of the bank is $5,000,000.

The defaulting 
cashier had been under bonds of $15,000 
supplied by the surety company, which had 
refused to pay over the same, contesting 
the claim on technical grounds. The jury. 
however, decided that the company was 
liable for the amount claimed. It is stated 
that the officers and stockholders had ag 
sessed themselves heavily in order to make 
it possible for the bank to resume after its 
capital and surplus had been impaired, and 
the recovery of nearly $18,000 through the 
verdict just given is particularly gratify. 
ing. It is further said that the surplus and 
undivided profits have reached a creditable 
sum, and that the stockholders have been 
receiving dividends for the past two years.

Bradley Barlow Smalley, President of the 
3urlington Trust Company of Burlington, 
Vt.. died on November 6, in his seventy- 
fourth year. Colonel Smalley was one of 
the incorporators of the institution, which 
Was organized in 1882. He was for a num- 
ber of years Clerk of the United States 
District and Cireuit Court, and also United 
States Commissioner. He had also served 
as Collector of Customs for Vermont under 
President Cleveland, and had held many 
oflices of responsibility and trust, both of 
a public nature and in connection with cor- 
porate interests. 


Charles F. Spalding, a Chicago capitalist 
and a director in the Commercial National 
Bank and Hibernian Banking Association 
of Chicago and the First National Bank of 
Marinette, Wis., died recently after a three 
weeks’ illness. He was president of the 
Spalding Lumber Company, resident vice- 
president of the American Surety Company 
of New York, and a director in the North 
Shore Electric Company, the Fox River 
Valley Telegraph & Telephone Company, 
the Holeombe-Hayes Company, etc. He was 
also a prominent member in the leading 
Chieago clubs. 


The federal grand jury at Indianapolis 
exculpated E. W. Shirk, President of the 
First National Bank of Tipton, Indiana, 
who was arrested in Chicago last August 
in connection with the looting of his in- 


stitution. Charles W. Miller, district at- 
torney, who has had charge of the investi- 
gation, said: “A thorough investigation of 
the charge against Mr. Shirk was made by 
the grand jury, and it was found that there 
was absolutely no foundation upon which a 
bill could be based. I cannot say anything 
about what evidence was secured concern- 
ing this case, and all that can be given out 
is that the investigation was made and 
there was no foundation for the finding of 
an indictment.” 
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Special efforts are being put forward by 
Secretary Hyde, of the Massachusetts 
Bankers’ Association, to make the annual 
dinner of the Association on December 8, at 
the Hotel Somerset, an unqualified success. 
Mr. Hyde has issued a circular letter to 
the members as a reminder, at the same 
time calling attention to the fact that the 
committee of arrangements has been fortu- 
nate in securing as speakers Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, secretary of the treasury; George 
M. Reynolds, president of the Continental 
National Bank, of Chicago, and ex-president 
of the American Bankers’ Association, and 
Governor Draper, of Massachusetts. 


The board of directors of the Nassau 
Bank, New York City, has appointed W. B. 
Noble cashier of the institution. Mr. Noble 
was formerly assistant cashier and now 
fills the position made vacant by the eleva- 
tion of Edward Earl to the presidency. In 
less than a year the bank’s deposits have in- 
creased from $6,086,122 November 27, 1908, 
to $7,612,670 September 14, 1909—the latest 
report to the comptroller. During the same 
period surplus and profits have advanced 
from $392,257 to $465,793 and aggregate re- 
sources from $7,063,963 to $8,790,300. Its 
capital stock is $500,000 and dividend pay- 
ments to stockholders are 8 per cent per 
annum. 


A syndicate composed largely of stock- 
holders of the Citizens’ National Bank have 
purchased a controlling interest in the Cen- 
tral Georgia Bank. Through E. W. Stet- 
son a bid of $104.75 per share of stock was 
offered to the stockholders of the Central 
Georgia Bank, and the offer was accepted. 
This step will result in keeping the bank in 
Macon for it is understood that the new 
owners will operate it. Captain R. H. 
Brown was elected president of the re-or- 
ganized institution. W. R. Cox was elected 
vice-president, and T. O. Chestney cashier. 
These officers will be in charge until Janu- 
ary when a meeting of the stockholders will 
again be held. The change in hands brings 
some new men into the bank and it is their 
intention to keep it in operation. The bank 
Was organized forty years ago and has long 
been regarded as one of the best institu- 
tions of its kind in the South. 
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The operation of branch banks in Georgia 
is, according to Attorney-General John C. 
Hart, in violation of the laws of that State. 
The opinion was given as the result of an 
application of a Tennessee institution to 
establish a branch in Georgia without in- 
corporating under the Georgia laws, or sup- 
plying any additional capital other than 
that of the parent institution. In his de- 
cision Attorney-General Hart states that he 
knows of no law which authorizes the es- 
tablishment of branch banks in towns or 
cities either in the place where the prin- 
cipal office is located or elsewhere. 

Colonel Samuel Endicott Peabody, for- 
merly president of the American Loan & 
Trust Company, of Boston (now the Ameri- 
can Trust Company), and a banker of inter- 
national repute, died recently. Mr. Pea- 
body was born in Salem, Mass., in 1825, 
and was a direct descendant of John Endi- 
cott, the first governor of the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony. During the seventies 
Mr. Peabody was a partner in the London 
banking house of J. S. Morgan & Company, 
which succeeded the firm of George Peabody 
& Company. After spending some years 
abroad, he returned to this country, becom- 
ing a director of the American Loan & 
Trust Company, later serving as its presi- 
dent, and still later as chairman of its 
board of directors. 


A dividend of 15 per cent, amounting to 
$240,000, will be paid the depositors of the 
Neal Bank, of Atlanta, Ga., November 20, 
next. An order to this effect was taken 
before Judge W. D. Ellis, of the Superior 
Court, by the Central Bank & Trust Cor- 
poration, receivers for the Neal Bank, 
through Candler, Thompson & Hirsch, at- 
torneys for the former. There are some- 
thing like 9,000 depositors, mostly Atlan- 
tians, who will greet this announcement as 
the return of an eagerly-awaited ship from 
sea. In their application to pay out this 
new dividend, the receivers state that they 
now have in cash on hand realized from the 
assets of the Neal Bank the sum of $214,- 
845.58. In order to pay a dividend of 15 
per cent $240,000 will be required, which is 
about $25,000 in excess of the amount on 
hand. This is the third dividend, two oth- 
ers having been paid of 20 per cent each.

The Bowery Savings Bank of New York 
City is distributing a booklet in commem- 
oration of its seventy-fifth anniversary, in 
which its history is briefly touched upon, 
and statistics bearing on its growth are 
added. The institution was incorporated 
on May 1, 1834, and it began business in 
the following month. Since 1835 the bank 
has paid out in interest $88,168,288. On 
July 1 last the amount due depositors 
stood at $107,546,035, while the total as- 
sets were $115,686,771. 


J. G. White & Company, Inc., Engineers 
& Contractors, 43 Exchange Place, New 
York, have just been awarded the contract 
for the double tracking of the Albany 
Southern railroad between Rensselaer and 
Kinderhook Lake, N. Y., as well as the 
straightening of curves and the rehabilita- 
tion of a large amount of the present track 
of that company. In addition to the ope- 
ration of its third rail electric road between 
Albany and Hudson, N. Y., the railroad 
company furnishes electric light to the fol- 
lowing towns: Rensselaer, East Greenbush, 
East Schodack, Nassau, North Chatham, 
Niverville, Valatie, Kinderhook, Stuyvesant 
Falls, Stottville, and also owns and ope- 
rates gas plants in Hudson and Rensselaer, 
N. Y. The above properties are under the 
management of J. G. White & Company, 
Inc. 





A. W. Hecker, formerly associated with 
some of the Pittsburg and Western Penn- 
sylvania banks, but more recently engaged 
in the organizing and establishing in busi- 
ness of quite a number of successful little 
banks in the East, has been engaged by the 
committee organizing the Bankers’ Trust 
Company of Rochester, Pa., to assist in 
completing the organization of that new 
bank and to become secretary of same when 
it opens for business. Attorney Martin, 
vice-president and director of several of the 
Beaver Valley banks, foreign exchange 
banker Fleischhacker, several Philadelphia 
business men and the officials of the 
Bankers’ Protective Life Insurance Company 
of Rochester, Pa., compose the committee. 
It is expected that the new bank will be 
ready for business about the first of the 
year. 


NOTES OF INTEREST TO BANKERS 


The North St. Louis Savings Trust Co., 
whose organization was also recently under- 
taken, expects to open for business shortly 
near Grand Avenue and Hebert Street, St. 
Louis. The management of this institution 
will be as follows: Louis Boeger, president; 
G. Phil Hofmann and Edward Pancok, vice 
presidents; Henry H. Oberschelp, third vice 
president and counsel, and Charles W. 
Owen, secretary and treasurer. The capital 
is $100,000. 

John R. Walsh, formerly president of the 
Chicago National Bank which was liqui- 
dated in 1906, is making another deter- 
mined effort to lift his financial affairs from 
their present tangled condition. It has been 
known that the Steel corporation has been 
in negotiation at various times for the coal 
lands for longer than a year, and at the 
same time the Walsh railroads will be taken 
over should the deal come to a successful 
conclusion. So far no definite announcement 
has been made. 


Clark Williams has resigned as New York 
State Superintendent of Banks, having been 
appointed by Governor Hughes to fill the 
unexpired term of the late Charles H. Gaus 
as State Comptroller. Mr. Williams will 
serve until January 1, 1911. His appoint- 
ment as State Superintendent of Banks 
occurred during the panic of October, 1907, 
and his occupancy of the office was marked 
by a number of reforms in the banking 
laws, passed at his instance at the 1908 
session of the Legislature, one of the most 
important of these perhaps being the enact- 
ment of the measure which places under 
the direct control of the Banking Depart- 
ment the. liquidation of insolvent banking 
institutions. Mr. Williams went to the 
Banking Department from the Columbia 
Trust Company of New York City, of which 
he had been Vice-President. Prior to serv- 
ing in that capacity he had been identified 
for eleven years with the United States 
Mortgage & Trust Co., whose employ he en- 
tered in 1894, and of which he was suc- 
cessively Assistant Secretary, Assistant 
Treasurer, Treasurer and Vice-President. 
Mr. Williams was a member of the com- 
mittee chosen hy Governor Hughes last 
year to report on speculation in securities 
and commodities. 
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The Los Angeles Hibernia Savings Bank 
and Trust Company, a new institution 
which has recently filed articles of incor- 
poration, has started a lot of trouble by its 
selection of title. According to dispatches 
from Sacramento, the Hibernia Bank of 
San Francisco does not intend to permit 
the use of any name in any way similar 
to its own, if there be any way to prevent 
it. The matter will probably be threshed 
out in the courts. Many prominent finan- 
ciers are interested in the new institution, 
and it is declared that, in spite of the dif- 
ficulty that has arisen, the plans for open- 
ing will not be delayed. The capital stock 
of the new concern is $250,000. 

Out of the dozen or more banks which 
have been established in California by the 
Japanese, only two are open today. They 
are the Yokohama Specie of San Francisco, 
and the Kami Karra of Fresno. The for- 
mer is said to be supported by the Japanese 
government, and is regarded as a strong in- 
stitution. Another name has been added to 
the list of Japanese banks which have been 
closed recently. The Industrial‘ Bank of 
Fresno has been ordered closed by the state 
superintendent of banks, which reduced the 
number of Japanese banks to two. Whether 
the wholesale closing of Japanese banks in 
California spells the doom of financial in- 
stitutions operated by the Japanese prob- 
ably will be decided whenever another ap- 
plication for a charter is made in California. 


Information has been received at Wash- 
ington of the almost complete exhaustion 
of the Oklahoma State Bank Guaranty 
Fund after supplying only a part of the 
Columbia Bank’s large deficit subsequent to 
the failure of that institution. The infor- 
mation shows that the total deficit as the 
result of the bank’s failure will reach $800,- 
000. The statements show that the entire 
State Guaranty Fund has been put into the 
liquidation of the claims against the bank 
in an effort to close up the deficit with the 
exception of about $1,123. About $621,- 
000 of the bank’s liabilities are yet out- 
standing. Of the State Guaranty Fund 
$503,725 has been used. By combining the 
State Guaranty Fund with the assets of the 
bank it is shown that there have been 
liquidated some $2,489,000 of the liabilities. 
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“The Rand-MecNally Bankers Monthly 
Magazine came out with a new cover de- 
sign recently, making an attractive change, 
and adding to the dignity of its appear- 
ance.

The directors of the Corn Exchange Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago have declared a 
quarterly dividend of 4 per cent, payable 
January 3d, to stockholders of record Decem- 
ber lst (anincrease over the usual quarterly 
dividend of 1 per cent), and have voted to 
transfer from profit and loss account to 
surplus account $1,000, 000. This gives the 
Corn Exchange National Bank a combined 
capital and surplus of $7,000,000. 

A change in the title of the Ohio Trust 
Co. of Columbus, Ohio, is contemplated, a 
meeting of the stockholders having been 
called to act on the matter of changing the 
name to the Citizens’ Trust & Savings Bank. 
Incidental to this proceeding, the company 
has arranged to absorb the business of the 
Citizens’ Savings Bank, established in 1873, 
and having a capital of $100,000, surplus 
and profits of about $150,000 and deposits 
in the neighborhood of $1,500,000. The 
Ohio Trust Co. recently increased its capital 
from $500,000 to $700,000, the new stock 
being taken by a syndicate headed by Myron 
T. Herrick, president of the Society for 
Savings of Cleveland, and Joseph R. Nutt, 
secretary of the Citizens’ Savings & Trust 
Co. of Cleveland, both of whom were elected 
to its board. It is the intention of the Ohio 
Trust to avail of the privileges and powers 
of the new Thomas Banking Act. The pres- 
ent management of the institution will con- 
tinue to direct its affairs when it becomes 
the Citizens’ Trust & Savings Bank and 
there will also be included in its official 
staff as vice president, Frank R. Shinn, vice 
president and cashier of the Citizens’ Sav- 
ings Bank. Mr. Shinn and A. D. Rogers, also 
a vice president of that bank, will be added 
to the directorate of the continuing insti- 
tution. George W. Bright is chairman of 
the board of directors of the Ohio Trust Co. 
and John L. Vance Jr. is president. 


CHICAGO CHAPTER A. I. OF B. 
Frank W. Smith, cashier of the Corn 
Exchange National Bank, entertained Chi- 
cago Chapter on October 26 with a very 
instructive address entitled, “The Blue and 
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the Gray” illustrated with stereopticon. 
Mr. Smith opened his address by saying 
that some time ago he attended a meet- 
ing where it was announced that all the 
old war songs were to be sung by the audi- 
ence. He was greatly disappointed, how- 
ever, when he discovered that there were 
but few who were familiar with the various 
songs which were popular during the Civil 
War. 

On Tuesday, November 9, Professor Ken- 
nedy, of the University of Chicago, gave 
his initial lecture on “Economics” before the 
Chicago Chapter. He treated the subject of 
“Industrial Revolution and Large Scale 
Production” in such an interesting manner 
that we are quite certain the lectures which 
he will give before the Chapter class in 
“Banking and Finance” commencing No- 
vember 27th will be attended by all who 
possibly can. 

The following is a brief outline of his lee- 
ture showing the necessary prerequisites 
of the capitalistic system of industry: 

Accumulation of wealth in form usable 
for business purposes. 

Adequate supply of wage workers. 

Technical knowledge that makes possible 
large scale production. 

Wide markets, law and order, freedom of 
trade and commerce. The presence of law 
and order being most essential of all. 

Prof. Kennedy in his lecture said one rea- 
son why South America had not kept pace 
with North America in industrial growth 
was that while the resources of the re- 
spective continents were about the same, 
capital would not seek countries where 
there was a possibility of a revolution at 
any moment. 

Prof. Kennedy’s next lecture will be on 
the “Financial Side of Capitalistic Evo- 
Jution.”
